El Centro remains winter ‘heaven’ 


_ Catholic ‘angels’ carry faith in the cockpit

EL CENTRO—Are Angels Catholic? 


At least half of the flying Blue Angels of 
the U.S. Navy’s Flight Demonstration 
Squadrons are Catholic.

_ minimum of 65 continuous days. 


The Imperial Valley’s unexcelled winter 


weather has lured the Blue Angels to their 
winter headquarters there for the past nine 
years; and they plan to return about Jan. 19 
for another training session. 


This year the Angels flew flawlessly at 69 
air shows in 45 communities, including 
Miramar Naval Air Station, San Diego, last 
October when they thrilled an estimated 
200,000 spectators. 

COMMANDING officer and flight leader of 
the Blue Angels since December, 1973, Cdr. 
Less is the oldest of the nine children of 
Joseph and Mildred Less, Salem, Ohio.

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News highlights Bicentennial service 
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Pope names Mission San Diego a bas ilica

The first church of Califor- 
nia, ‘Mission San Diego de 
Alcala, has been declared a 
basilica by Pope Paul VI. 

This was announced by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher at the 
special midnight ecumenical 
service at the Old Mission 


. which marked the official 


start to the Bicentennial Year 
celebrations. 


THE SERVICE began with 
the ringing of Mission bells 
by the Sisters of Nazareth at 
midnight, as 1975 gave way 
to 1976. Trumpeters her- 
alded the procession of 
ministers representing many 


, faiths, which included Bish- 


op Maher and Rabbi Samuel 
Penner, president of San 
Diego Rabbinical Associa- 
tion. 

The announcement from 
Rome, designating the oldest 
mission a basilica came as 
the climax of a service in 
which the ministers led 
prayers and readings. The 


sermon was given by Rabbi . 


Penner. 

He recalled how much of 
Jewish history and biblical 
writing dealt with man’s 
freedom, and that the words 
on the Liberty Bell itself 
come from .The Book of 
Leviticus. ‘‘The very notion 
of freedom was derived from 
biblical thought,’’ he said. 
“You must achieve freedom 
by a ‘commitment to Sinai’. 
But to be liberated is only the 
first step to freedom.”’ 

BISHOP MAHER said hu- 
man dignity is reflected in 
the image of God in each one 
of us. ‘‘Man’s moral strength 
is born of the love of God and 
the free acknowledgement of 
the his dependence on God,”’ 
he said. ‘‘We must choose 


. between accepting this link 


with God or. rejecting it. 
Rejecting it, we embrace all 
that is material. Accepting it, 
we choose also the spiritu- 
al.”’ 


The bishop: said history 
shows that the ‘‘power of the 
human spirit will ultimately 
triumph. The worst tyrannies 
and greatest empires inevit- 
ably come to an end, but the 
human spirit rises again and 
again from the ruins.’’ He 
said that when ‘‘freedom is 
the plaything of liberation 
movements it loses the key to 
its own mystery.”’ 

Dr. Richard Shanor, pres- 
ident’ of the. San Diego 
County Ecumenical Confer- 
ence led the invocation for 
the service and prayers or 
readings were given by 
Judge Earl Cantos, repre- 
senting the Orthodox; Rev. 
William Montgomery, Luth- 
eran; Dr. William McInnes, 
United Presbyterian; Rev. 
Kenneth Treat, Episcopal, 
and Rev.» Melvin Harter, 
executive director of the 
ecumenical conference. (See

Message for 1976 


Leave nothing untried in order to settle 
disputes, overcome difficulties and work for 
human and social progress, especially where 
the needs are greater and the difficulties most 
pressing. : 

The innocent and imploring eyes of the little 
ones, of the poor and of those suffering in body 
or spirit from the wounds of war are imploring 
the world’s leaders. The judgment of history is 
awaiting them. But stricter still is the infallible 
judgment of God which also awaits them. 


All are called to work together for peace and 
to fight with the powerful weapons of love and 


brotherhood for the establishment, the 
protection and the spread of peace around us. 


Let each one begin on his own. The number 
of participants will grow beyond measure. This 
isa necessary task and no one may remain aloof 
from it. 


We must be miserly with our time, in order to 
use it well, in intense action, love and 
suffering. There can never be idleness. in a 
Christian life, never boredom. 


Peace is needed because it is a personal good 
of the first order. It is a synthesis of delicate 
and difficult conditions that must be brought 
- about with skill and sacrifice, like an unstable 
balance which must be carefully maintained. 


We need peace because it is a fragile good, 

“Which today in some parts of the world is 
tormented and shattered.

Timed to perfection 


It could not have been better timed. The official 
document declaring Mission San Diego de Alcala a 
basilica arrived at the Diocesan Office on Dec. 31, a 
few hours before the ecumenical midnight service 
at the Old Mission which set in motion the 
Bicentennial celebrations for the year. 


So Bishop Maher was able to announce at the 
service, with noticeable joy, the good tidings that 
the Pope had bestowed the title of basilica on our 
first church, where so much of California history is 
centered. 


It was purely chance that brought the news on 
that day. The bishop had made his petition to the 
papal office when he was in Rome last fall, but 
although the document and letters were dated Nov. 
17, they only reached the diocese on Dec. 31. 
Father Richard Duncanson, the bishop’s secretary, 
spent much of New Year’s Eve translating the Latin 
document into English, to be read to the public that 
night. | noticed he was being assisted on the 
sidelines by a few other Rome-educated priests. 


This makes the Mission San Diego de Alcala the 
23rd basilica in the United States, and the third in 
California, after Mission Dolores in San Francisco 
and Carmel Mission where Father J unipero Serra is 
buried. There are four major basilicas in Rome and 
two in Assisi. All others are called ‘’minor’’ 
basilicas, with rights and privileges relating to their 
eminence. Our Old Mission joins such famous 
shrines as Lourdes and Fatima with. this 
designation.

Tip-off came off

Cardinal Willebrands is president 
and has built the office into one of the most 
effective of the new curial secretariats. Living in 
Utrecht, Holland, will not be the same as living in 
Rome where the cardinal has been for the past 15 
years, in close relationship with the Pope. 


Not so good news 


It was not with any pleasure that | read on Dec. 
31 the news that the San Diego daily 
newspapers—Union and Tribune—are revoking 
their six-year-old ban on X-rated movie ads. The 
advertising director Richard Tullar said that 


Z Life is an empty book ~ 


‘changing attitudes’’ among people now call for 
the change. He also said some people regarded the 
ban as a form of censorship. 


So now San Diego, like so many cities, will have 
those porno-style movie ads which have for so long 
featured in the Los Angeles Times and other papers 
in our area. What a pity when newspapers sink 
their principles for the sake of dollars. As for being 
accused of censorship, that’s the daily life of a 
newspaper editor. No newspaper could ever print 
all the news and views received, so someone has to 
decide what to leave out. Is that censorship or 
editing? 

The San Diego Union recently frowned editorially 
on the massage parlor business which thrives here 
as it does elsewhere and indicated that the spread 
of prostitution through these is something of a 
scandal. But what about that first page of the 
classified ads in the same paper daily? It is full of 
ads from ‘‘masseuses” soliciting callers. Is revenue 
more important than principles? 


As though ashamed of their front page of 
classifieds, they seem to design the paper these 
days so that it never comes on the front of the 
section, but on the back of the previous section. Or 
is that simply the squeeze we all suffer in the 
newspaper business to get the last ounce out of our 
newsprint space? = 


Missionaries and the CIA 


Should American missionaries working abroad 
become agents for the Central Intelligence Agency? 
The question is relevant in view of disclosures 


through the hearings in the Capitol that the CIA 4 


regards missionaries as a useful source of 


information and intelligence. 


Even if only a few missionaries, of whatever 
religious belief, work as agents for the CIA, it puts 
all missionary activity under a cloud of suspicion by 
the foreign government in whose country they serve 
the people. Indeed, in some countries, United 
States citizens have been detained and kept from 
evangelizing, simply on suspicion of spying. 

What it amounts to is this: if you go to preach the 
Good News of Jesus Christ to the. people of other 
lands, should you also get involved in international 
politics and spying? 


How’s the parish activity? 


Can you judge a parish by the amount of activity? 
Well at least it’s a yardstick for measuring whether 
anything is happening. | was struck by the list of 
volunteers in St. Gabriel’s parish—the new one 
guided by Father Charles Dollen at Poway — noted 
through the parish Christmas greeting bulletin. No 
fewer than 20 categories of activity were listed, 
with the people responsible, covering everything 
from lectors to youth, from the parish calendar to 
the parish library. And five eucharistic ministers as 
well. 
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We were talking...about books and 
writing and tales of adventure and the 
facility some people have for absorb- 
ing events and drawing purpose and 
excitement from them, while others 
find only boredom and lackluster. 


Browsing through an art market on 
New Year’s Eve, | came across a stack 
of well-bound books with good vinyl 
covers: .They were simple and 
inexpensive, but the workmanship 
was good and the spine firm. The 
strong smooth covers carried neither 
title nor name of author and 
publisher. 


INTRIGUED, | opened one to see 
what kind of book it was, only to find 
the pages blank. At first it was 
puzzling, but then | realized that they 
were meant to be filled with whatever 
we might choose to write or draw or 
paint in them. 


As | stood there, stroking the pages 
and feeling the familiar urge of 
pleasurable anticipation that the touch 
of smooth, fresh new paper will 
always arouse, it struck me that life 
itself might be a book like this. 


Perfectly designed, beautiful in 
every simple detail, it was a book to be 
cherished—except that it told no 
story, offered no illustration. It was an 


empty shell, its purpose yet unful- 
filled. All it offered was potential. 


LIFE COMES to us like that—with 
blank sheets awaiting our imprint, 
awaiting the story we will make in it. 
What we write on its pages will 
determine whether our book will be a 
work of beauty and value and an 
inspiration to others or a silent record 
of unused potential. 


Each of us must make of it whatever 
our talents and inspiration will allow. 
Some of us, whether from careless- 
ness or lack of appreciation of our 
capabilities, will write a fair tale— 
adequate but not as good as we might 
have done. Some, not recognizing the 
limit of our talent, will aim too high 
and grow disheartened and unpro- 
ductive in time. 


Some of us will treat those virgin 
pages reverently and work them with 
painstaking attention to detail, filling 
them with profound and _ lovely 
thoughts and deeply absorbed and 
integrated experience. Perhaps they 
will not complete all the pages of their 
book, or fill them as rapidly as others, 
but what they write or illustrate will 
be of immense worth and beauty. 

WITHOUT A DOUBT, in every 
book, many of the pages will be 
spoiled, blotched and smudged and 


unpleasant to see. But there must also 
be pages of beauty and remembered 
joy, pictures of love and happiness, 
and as we learn from the errors and 
become more proficient at the task, 
the good pages will surely out number 
the poor. 


Paradoxically, although we may 
grow old and tired in the writing, the 
last pages of our book will often be 
finer than the first and perhaps even 
realize our full potential. Nor does it 
matter if we tear out a few pages and 
throw them away, out of mind and 
sight, because they mar the book. As 
long as the will is there to substitute 
something better and work a little 
more carefully, a little more wisely, no 
harm is done. 

Too many pages ripped away will, it 
is true, weaken the spine and cause 
our book to fall apart. But, in life, 
there are always new books. When it 
seems that one book is completed, we 
find ourselves faced with another, 
with new potential, to fill with a 
different theme, different experi- 
ences, a different stage of the journey 
of life. 


BY FAR THE greatest joy in life is 
to find, when we seem to have 
irrevocably ruined our book of life, 
that it has been gently taken from our 
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hands and new, fresh pages opened 
up before us! What joy it is to learn 
that as each leaf turns, the next 
reveals a new chance, a fresh start. 


Sometimes a book may be with- 
drawn from us before we are ready, 
before we believe it completed, and 
another volume of blank pages placed 
in our hands. What to do with it?: All 
our energies are concentrated on that 
other book on which we worked so 
hard and lovingly. It seems too much 
to start again and build from the 
beginning. But the challenge of all 
that potential remains and it is too 
beautiful a book to waste! 


It seemed right that | should have 
found my book on the brink of the New 
Year. | took it home and vowed to 
work on it each day of the year—to fill 
it with things that are beautiful to me; 
things | cherish. Prayers, memories, 
thoughts, longings and little capsules 
of beauty and wonder. 


And | hope, as | work to embellish 
my plain black volume, that | shall 
form the habit to look for the good and 
the fine and wonderful in life, to 
cherish and preserve it, so that fewe 
pages of my Book of Life will be 
marred by ugliness and carelessness, 
and more will stand as witness to 
reverence and love.

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If there is a ‘‘Catholic position” regarding the American system of government, it was _ 
stated by Cardinal James Gibbons, in an address at the Catholic University of America: 


_ “If Thad the privilege of modifying the Constitution of the United States, I would not 
expunge or alter a single paragraph, a single line, or a single word of that important 


instrument. 


‘‘The Constitution is admirably adopted to the growth and expansion of the Catholic 
religion, and the Catholic religion is admirably adopted to the genius of the 
Constitution. They fit together like two links in the same chain.”’

The evangelizers of Colonial America 
were predominantly members of religious 
orders and congregations who, with their 
community of resources and uniformity of 
training and authority, were in a better 
position to found and maintain missionary 
establishments and replenish vacancies as 
they occurred. 

FRANCISCAN activity was evident in the 
Spanish borderlands (Florida, Georgia, 
Texas, New Mexico and California), while 
the Society of Jesus, 
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America’s Catholic heritage 


Seminary priests cared for the French 
regions of the Saint Lawrence and Great 
Lakes (from Maine to New York to 
Wisconsin). Missions along the Atlantic 
were operated by the Jesuits, Franciscans 
and Capuchins. 

The greatest concentration of missionaries 
was in the Spanish borderlands, notably 
New Mexico and Florida, and in those two 
regions the number of Indian converts was 
the largest. According to one source, the 
number of priests martyred in colonial times 
is 84 (63 Franciscans, 14 Jesuits, . three 
Dominicans, three Seminary priests, and 
one Sulpician). 

Ecclesiastical jurisdiction inthe New World 
can be traced as far back as June 25, 1493, 
when Pope Alexander VI in his bull Pius 
Fidelium named the first Vicar Apostolic. 


ELEVEN YEARS later the Holy See 
erected the metropolitan province of 
Hyaguata, but that See was later suppres- 
sed, and it was not until 1543, that the first 
resident prelate, Alonso Manso, arrived in 
Hispanola. 


There was no chaplain with Christopher 
Columbus on his first voyage, although 
certain pious souls, worried by the absence 
of a priest, have tried to invent one. 


The Benedictine bishop, Bernard Buil, 
and several clerical assistants accompanied 
Columbus on his second trip, however, and 
offered Holy Mass for the first time in the 
New World on the Island of Hispanola, Jan. 
6, 1494. 


THE ANNALS indicate that Father Ramon 
Pane, a Jeronymite friar, baptized the first 
native in September, 1496. 


The Patronato Real de las Indias was the 
exercise of patronage on the part of the 
Kings of Spain in ecclesiastical affairs of the 
New World and the Philippines. It was the 
last of several concessions made in the final 
years of the Moorish Wars and had as its 
immediate model the patronage over the 
Church in Granada, granted to Ferdinand V 


-- and Isabella by Innocent VIll, in 1483. These 


privileges were extended to America by 
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Missionaries in colonial times 


Pope Julius III in the papal bull, Universalis 
Ecclesiae, in 1508. 


The Patronato imposed definite duties as 
well as rights on the Spanish sovereigns. No 
cathedral, collegiate or prelatial churches, 
for instance, were to be founded without 
formally expressed royal consent. Nor were 
bishops or other prelates to be named in 
consistory until their presentation by the 
king. 

NOMINATIONS to lesser ecclesiastical 
dignities and benefices were made by royal 
presentation to the ordinaries concerned. 
Thus the king could and did directly 
nominate the holders -of ecclesiastical 
positions of all kinds, from archbishops to 
sacristans. 

The natives were directly affected by the 
provisions of the Patronato Real and not 
always in a manner conducive to their 
spiritual betterment. Abuses by certain 
Spanish officials, in turn, brought on the 
fiery denunciations of such men as 
Bartolome de las Casas and resulted in Pope 
Paul IIl’s declaration that: 

‘« the said Indians and all other people 
who may later be discovered by Christians, 
are by no means to be deprived of their 
liberty or the possession of their property, 
even though they be outside the faith of 
Jesus Christ; and that they may and should, 
freely and legitimately, enjoy their liberty, 
and the possession of their property; nor 
should they be in any way enslaved; should 
the contrary happen, it shall be null and of 
no effect.’ 


TWO FACTORS stand out as important 
considerations on the brink of discovery, 
both of which are vitally important for a true 
perspective of Spain’s ultimate contribution. 
At the dawn of colonization and for a century 
thereafter, Spain was a nation more united 
in its religious faith than in any other way. 


And in no country was the State’s control 
over the Church so complete. This 
exceedingly close union of Church and State 
eventually proved to be the greatest strength 
and the predominant weakness of Catholi- 
cism in Spanish America.

‘Historical Writing in Exile 


Putting the Bible Together 


A sense of history 
is the essence of — 
prophetic inspiration

Each of the traditions incorporated into 
the Law, or Pentateuch, has its - own 
distinctive flavor, vocabulary, style, theolog- 
ical viewpoint. The teaching of Moses and 
the circumstances surrounding it, especially 
the Exodus, became the central data of 
Hebrew tradition. But that tradition was 
preserved and developed by no single 
authoritative body. 


It was shaped by four main influences, of 
which we have already seen two: the 
Yahwist and the Elohist. At the base of all of 
them are the same historical events, the 
same fundamental teachings—much as at 
the base of our four Gospels are the 
historical events of Jesus’ life and the truths 
he taught. The four traditions represent four 
providentially guided interpretations of the 
fundamental facts, the basic teachings. 


THE BOOK OF Dueteronomy contains 
one such interpretation. It sees the past in 
terms of God’s love and man’s response, in 


terms of worship in one official sanctuary, in. 


terms of prosperity and disaster as 
dependent on the nature of man’s response 
to God’s covenant love. This particular point 
of view is a typically prophetic one. 


It reflects the same penetrating sense of 
history which is of the essence of prophetic 
inspiration. And, as Providence would have 
it, the early historical books of the Bible 
were written by nen imbued with this spirit; 
hence the name Dueteronomic history. 


- After the fall of Samaria in 722 all of the 
data necessary for the early past of this 
history were gathered together in Jerusa- 
lem. There were the now ancient biog- 
taphies of David and Solomon, the Elijah 
and Elisha cycles, the official archives of 
Samaria and Jerusalem, the traditional 
accounts of the Exodus, of the conquest of 
Canaan, of the work of Joshua, the Judges, 
Samuel. 


THE DEUTERONOMIC editors found the 
atmosphere of the reign of Josiah (640-609) 
very favorable for putting together a 
coherent and meaningful history based on 
this precious raw material. It was not, 
however, simply a matter of recording 
names and dates and places and events, but 
of interpreting the cold facts of Israel’s past 
from their own special point of view—from 
God’s point of view, really. 


In this way the four books which are 
known as the Early or Former Prophets 
eventually came into being: Joshua, Judges, 
Samuel, and Kings. 


This history was completed and edited 
sometime during the Exile. It was, in effect, 
a national examination of conscience. Why 
were they exiled far from home, defeated, 
humiliated, subjugated, their homeland 
devastated, the Temple a heap of smoking 
rubble? The answer lay in their history, and 
from the deuteronomic point of view that 
history was a dismal record of consistent 
infidelity to the terms of the Covenant. This 
was their principle of interpretation, their 
judgment on their people. 

THE LAST OF the four traditions was the 
Priestly tradition, so called because it was 
given its final form by a ‘‘school’? of priest 
during the Exile. To them we own the overall 
arrangement of the Pentateuch and some of

its more important pages. The whole book of 
Leviticus, half of Exodus, two-thirds of 
Numbers, and about a fifth of Genesis, 
including the familiar account of creation in 
the very first chapter, are the work of the 
Priestly School. 


Space does not premit an adequate study 
of this work, but we can take a look at a 
representative sample: the creation story in 
Genesis 1:1, 2:4a. It displays many of the 
traits so characteristic of these writings. 


Its sublime majesty reveals and exalted 
notion of the all-holy transcendent God, who 
has simply to speak to bring things into 
being. All creatures, animate and inanimate, 
come from. Him, but He is infinitely far 


above them. How different this account is ~ 


from the one in the following verses (from 
the earlier Yahwist tradition), in which God 
is portrayed as a gardener, a sculptor, a 
surgeon, even a tailor, walking with His 
creatures and conversing familiarly with 
them! 


IT WAS once the fashion~to see in this 
account all sorts of irreconcilable conflicts. 
with the natural sciences. But it is quite 
generally recognized now that the members 
of the Priestly School were, first and 
foremost, theologians, not scientists. Their 
purpose was not to give an eye-witness 
account of creation (an impossibility to begin 
with), but to teach religious truth. 


They went about their task in characteris- 
tic fashion. They had a knack for classifying, 
systematizing, codifying. Their scholarly 
bent led them to present truth in a coldly 
logical, orderly way, with little or no appeal 
to the imagination or emotions. 


The author made a neat little outline of 
two columns, so arranged that the items in 
the first column (the first three days of 
creation) would correspond with those in the 
second (the last three days). Thus the 
creation of light on the first day matches the 
creation of the heavenly bodies on the 
fourth. 


IN OTHER words, he was concerned with 
an orderly, systematic presentation rather 
than with the actual, scientific, sequence of 
events. Outlines like this are easy to 
remember, and he wanted his readers to 
remember the lessons he strove to teach. 


Those lessons were especially important 
during the exile, when the people were 
living in the licentious pagan civilization of 
Babylon. They had to be reminded that there 
is one true God, that He existed from all 
eternity, and that He alone is responsible for 
everything that exists. 


Even the heavenly bodies which the 
Babylonians worshiped as gods were His 
creatures. It was important, too, under the 
circumstances, to underscore the sacredness 
of sexuality, to reaffirm the age-old truth 
that women, equally with man, came from 
God, and that their union with each other is 
by divine design. An especially Priestly note 
is the emphasis on the holiness of the 
Sabbath, when even God rested from His 
work. 


Just these few verses illustrate something 
of the mentality, the aims, the techniques of 
the men who fashioned the last of the four 
great traditions which make up the 
Pentateuch, the Law, and edited all four to 
form one grand opus. 


THIS WEEK IN INSIGHTS we continue the study of the prophetic writings with 
particular reference to Deuteronomy. The theme article discusses the way in which the 


Bible was put. together during the Exile. 


NEXT WEEK the books of Baruch, Lamentations, Proverbs and Sirach will be featured, 
tracing the heartbreaking situation which followed the destruction of Jerusalem and 
intreducing the Wisdom literature of Israel.

of God and maybe one 
‘Bible’. many will read

How old is the universe? If you consult the 
dateline of a newspaper in Tel Aviv you will 
learn that the religious Jew lives in the year 
5735 from the first day of creation. If you 
consult the modern scientist he will talk in 
the language of light years that staggers the 
mind. 


It -was not until the period of the 
Babylonian exile in the sixth century B.C. 
that the Israelites were challenged by the 
creation stories in circulation to write a 
creation history of their own. The history is 
known as the ‘‘P’’ of Priestly account of 
creation (Genesis 1:1-2:4a), and is distin- 


guished from the ‘‘Y’’ or Yahwist account of | 


the story of the first man, written four 
centuries earlier. 


UNTIL THESE two accounts were written 
under the inspiration of God, the Israelites 
were not particularly interested in a 
transcendant God, the maker of the universe 
and the Father of all men. Enough that 
Yahweh was their God and- they were 


- Yahweh’s sons; more than enough that 


Yahweh was the Husband of Israel and 
Israel Yahweh’s chosen bride. 


Enough that their God was better than all 
other rival gods and that what these other 
gods could do, Yahweh could do better. Like 
small childred, they delighted in proving 
that ‘‘my. father is bigger and better than 
your father.”’ 


But now they were to learn from God’s 
revelation through the Law and the Prophets 
that Yahweh was not only the God of 
Abraham but the only God, that Yahweh had 
made a covenant not only with Israel but 
with all men. 


MOST IMPORTANT they would learn that 
unlike the Babylonian gods who evolved 
from the chaotic waters, their God has no 
beginning, that He simply Is, that Elohim is 
present before the heavens and the earth are 
created by Him, that the Spirit of God is over 
the waters of chaos to prepare for the first 


day of God’s work week which will set the 
pattern for man’s week of work before his 
rest on the Sabbath- 


The “‘school’’ of priests who fashioned the 
stanzas of the opening hymn of creation 
were no more scientific than their 
Babylonian counterparts. But they had the 
inspired good sense not to confuse the world 
with their God, not to people the sun and the 
moon and the stars with gods to be 
worshipped by man. 


Unlike the modern astronomer who is at 
times overawed by the galaxies and star 
clusters which dwarf man and his little 
earth, the priestly account of creation, for all 
its lack of science, is wise in keeping God, 
man and the universe in proper perspective. 
The universe was made for man and man 
was made for God. 


THE ‘“‘P’? ACCOUNT gets off to a good 
scientific start when it has God say: ‘‘Let 
there be light,’’ for without light there can 
be no life. But the ‘‘light’’ of the first day is 
not the exploding and expanding universe of 
light that we associate with the stars. 


The lights described by ‘‘P’’ are simply 
the lighting fixtures for the home of man, 
who is to arrive on the sixth day. They are to 
be signs in the heavens to tell man the 
seasons of the year, the days of the month 


and the hour of the day which, for purposes | 


of religious observance, begins with the 
evening before. 


“And God said, ‘Let there be lights in the 
firmament...And God made the two great 
lights,-the greater light to rule the day, and 
the lesser light to rule the night; he made the 
stars also’ ”’ (1:14-16). 


This reference to the stars, by way of 
afterthought, has to be the understatement 
of all literature. For the astronomer it is a 
legitimate cause for amusement; for the 
astrologer a form of blasphemy. But the the 
Hebrew Psalmist the afterthought kept 
things in divine and human perspective: 


When I look at thy heavens, the work of

thy fingers, the moon and the stars 
which thou hast established; what is 
man that thou art mindful of him, and 
the son of man that.thou dost. care for 
him?,, ‘ : ¥ 


Yet thou hast made him little less than 


God, and dost crown him with glory and ° 


honor. Thou hast given him dominion 
over the wark of thy hands; thou hast 
put all things under his feet...0 Lord, 
our Lord, how majestic is thy name in all 
the earth!’’ (Psalm 8:3-9) 


THE QUESTION asked by the Psalmist is 
rhetorical. It presupposes the crowning 
achievement of God as Creator, the work of 
the sixth day: ‘‘Then God said, ‘Let us make 
man in our image, after our likeness...So

God created man in his own image, in the 
image of God he created him; male and 
female he created them. And God blessed 
them, and God said to them, ‘Be fruitful and 


vow 


_ multiply and fill the earth, and subdue. it’. .; 
(1:26-28). 


The book of Genesis with the opening 
hymn of creation is still a closed book to 
many people. But God did not limit his 
revelation to the pages of a book. Made to 
the image of God, man is the best revelation 
of God; and the Man Jesus, God’s 
only-begotten Son, the Second Adam, is the 
most perfect revelation of the Father. 


‘Today, the Christian man and the 
Christian woman will be the only bible that 
the vast majority of people will ever read. 
God grant that we be worth the reading!

Ira_ Progoff, the great contemporary 
psychologist in the tradition of Carl Jung, 
has given us a valuable way to find our 
personal identities more fully. He has 
suggested that we write of our lives as fully 
as we can in diary form. 


His invitation to write our histories is not 
to justify our deeds nor even-to judge our 
motives. We are invited to write in order to 
discover a future built into our very beings 
by our experience of the past. 


WE MAY OR may not agree that such 
history is bunk, to use an expression of 
Henry Ford. We may or may not believe that 
history teaches us to live better. But no sane 
man can disconnect his life from its roots 
without enormous peril. 


The year of Bi-Centennial is now here, a 
time when we as. Americans seek to 
recelebrate the origins of our history. Much 
history that we will read of.our United States 
roots comes, as does Scriptural writing, from 
the time of our historical exile. Somehow 
when there is conflict we seek to clarify 
where we are going by recalling where we 
have been. 


So too was the intent of the deuteronomic 
and priestly writers. They sought to 
celebrate a vital memory, not merely to 


recount its historical accuracy. And, as all _ 


men who love their histories, they 
exaggerated its high points and dwelt on its 
infidelities with special harshness. 


FOR WE TEND to euphemize first loves 
and magnitize first errors. The Scriptural 
writers that we are speaking of truly 
believed what much later the poet Rilke 
wrote: ‘‘God waits for us at our roots.’’ 


The deuteronomic writer was.a favorite of 
the New Testament writers. They quoted 
deuteronomic writing often because of. its 


stress of faithfulness to God’s law. It 
stressed remembering our past as the means 
of celebrating it. Much emphasis, of late, 
has been given to this “‘telling of our 
stories’ 
God has been with us in the long haul we 
name “‘history,’’ either personal or com- 
munal. 


Yet the priestly writers remind us also of 
the paradox that often comes with recalling 
our histories. We may come up directly 
against contradiction: God seems to have 
gone from us in our suffering, in the 
inconstancies that mark our journey forward. 


WHERE INDEED, the modern Jew asks, 
was his God during the hours of holocaust? 
Or where was he when his Christian brothers 
did not protest with their lives this atrocious 
crime? 

The priestly writer was a demanding 
writer. He asked questions that could only 
be heard by those with some measure of 
integrity. He placed justice and worship in 
the same faith moment; no justice, no 
worship. Yet, the smallest act of justice was 
worthy of being a subject of worship. 


The priestly and deuteronomic writers 


_ tried to clarify for their fellow believers what 


it meant to be the recipients of God’s 
Covenant. They dwelt on the fidelity/infidel- 
ity theme in an effort to genuinely know 
what Israel could do to be true to God’s 
action in her history. Whenever they spoke, 
they spoke in order to relive the authentic 
thrust of Israel’s history. 


WE CHRISTIANS seek to follow the 
pattern given us by these historical writers. 
We seek to renew, that is, we seek to be true 
to our history, both that of the Church and of 
our individual histories. 


We seek, as Jesus asked of us, to be 
faithful to the Father’s original pattern in 
man’s time: faithful love of us.

Compilando la Biblia

Cada una de las tradiciones incorporadas 
en el Pentateuco, o Ley, tiene su propio 
estilo, savor, vocabulario y razon teologica. 
Las circunstancias y ejemplos de Moises, 
sobre todo durante el Exodo, Ilegaron.a ser 
tema central de la tradicion hebrea. Dicha 
tradicion no fue preservado por ningun 
gremio autoritativo. 


Fue formada por cuatro corrientes 
principales dos ‘de las cuales ya hemos visto: 
Elohista. Los eventos 
historicos forman la base de estas corrientes 
que son las mismas ensenazas elementales 
del evangelio de la vida de Jesucristo. 


EL LIBRO de Deuteronomio contiene una 
interpretacion. Describe el pasado en 
terminos del amor de Dios y la forma en que 
el hombre le corresponde en relacion a la 
adoracion en un_ santuario oficial, en 
terminos de la prosperidad y el desastre 
segun su lealtad a la palabra de Dios. 


Esta interpretacion es tipicamente profeti- 
ca. Refleja el mismo sentido historico que es 
la esencia de la inspiracion profetica. Los 
antiguos libros historicos de la Biblia fueron 
escritos por hombres bien empapados en 
este concepto, de ahi el nombre historia 
Deuteronomica. 


Despues de la caida de Samaria en 722 
todos los datos necesarios para los 
comienzos de esta historia fueron reunidos 
en Jerusalen. Existian las ya antiguas 
biografias de David y Salomon, los ciclos de 
Elija y Elisha, las bibliotecas oficiales de 
Samaria y Jerusalen, los relatos tradicional- 
es del Exodo, la conquista de Canaan, la 
obra de Josue, los Jueces y Samuel. 


LOS EDITORES Deuteronomicos hallaron 
un ambiente favorable para compilar una 
historia significativo del material existente 
durante el reino de Josias (640-609). No era 
un trabajo sencillamente de anotar nombres, 
fechas y lugares sino de interpretacion de la 
voluntad de Dios mediante su concepto 
historico de los israelitas. De esta manera 
cuatro libros conocidos como libros antiguos 
de los profetas nacieron, Josue, Jueces, 
Samuel y Reyes. 


| Esta historia fue editado y terminado 
durante el Exilio. Fue, en efecto, un examen 
nacional de consciencia. Porque se encon- 
traban en el exilio, derrotados, humillados, 
subyugados, su patria destruida, el Templo 
hecho una ruina? La respuesta estaba en su 
historia. y desde el punto de vista 
Deuteronomico su historia era una triste 
cronologia de infidelidad a los terminos del 
Convenio. Esto fue su interpretacion del 
juicio divino sobre su pueblo. 


LA ULTIMA de las cuatro tradiciones fue 
la Sacerdotal, llamado asi porque tomo su 
forma final de la escuela de sacerdotes 
durante el Exilio. A los sacerdotes debemos 


‘el arreglo general del Pentateuco y algunos 


de sus paginas mas importantes. Todo el 
Libro de Levitico, la mitad de Exodo, la 
cuarta parte de Numeros y la quinta parte de 


Genesis, incluyendo la bien conocida historia 
de la creacion en el primer capitulo, fueron 
obra de la escuela sacerdotal. ; 


El espacio no permite un estudio a fondo 
de esta obra pero nos permitimos examinar 
una muestra: La historia de la creacion (Gen. 
1:1-2:4a) es ‘caracteristica de la escuela 
sacerdotal. 


Su majestuosidad revela una idea exaltada 
del transcendental y santisimo Dios que solo 
necesita hablar para crear. Todas las cosas 
animadas 0 inanimadas fueron creados por El 
pero El esta infinitamente por arriba de 
ellos. Que diferencia entre esto y los 
siguentes versos de la version Yavista en los 
cuales Dios es un jardinero, escultor, 
cirujano y hasta un sastre andando y 
hablando con sus creaturas en conversacion 
familiar. 


EN UNA EPOCA se puso de moda ver 
toda clase de conflictos con las ciencias 
naturales. Hoy en dia se reconoce que los 
miembros de la escuela sacerdotal eran mas 
que nada, teologos y no hombres de ciencia. 
Su proposito no era el de dar una historia 
visualizada de la creacion sino el de ensenar 
verdades religiosas. 


Hizieron su trabajo en una forma tipica. 
Especializaron en la clasificacion, sistemati- 
zacion y la codificacion. Sus mentes eruditos 
produjeron un relato friamente logico, 
ordenado, con poca atencion a la imagina- 
cion 0 las emociones. 


El autor hizo una esquema de dos 
columnas arreglados de tal forma que la 
primera columna (los primeros tres dias de 
la creacion) correspondieron exactamente 
con la segunda columna (las ultimas tres 
dias). Asi, la creacion de la luz en el primer 
dia se empareja exactamentevcon la creacion 


' de los astros en el cuarto dia. 


DE FORMA que se ocupo mas en una 
presentacion sistematica en vez de una 
sequencia cientifica de los eventos. Esque- 
mas de este tipo son faciles de recordar y 
quiso que los lectores recordaran las 
lecciones que el queria ensenar. 


Estas lecciones eran sumamente impor- 
tantes durante el Exilio cuando el pueblo 
vivia entre los paganos en Babilonia. Les 
tuvo que recordar que hay solo un Dios y que 
ha existido desde la eternidad y que solo El 
ha creado todo lo que existe. 


Hasta los astros que tanto adoraban los 
babilonios fueron de su creacion. Tambien 
era importante subrayar lo sagrado de la 
sexualidad, hacer hincapie a la verdad 
eterna que las mujeres, al igual con los 
hombres, fueron creados por Dios y su union 
uno con otro es por preferencia divina. 
Hacen notar especialmente lo sagrado del 
domingo cuando hasta el Senor descanso. 


Nada mas estos cuantos versiculos revelan 
la mentalidad, los propositos y las tecnicas 
de los hombres que compilaron la ultima de 
las grandes tradiciones que forman parte del 
Pentateuco, la ley, y editaron las cuatro para 
formar una sola obra maestra.

Pope Paul closes special door 


‘Holy Year forged 20th century covenant’ with God

DELIVERING THE WORD—Pope Paul pro- 
claims his Christmas message from the loggia 
above the main entrance to St. Peter’s 
Basilica. He praised the world’s young people 
for having unmasked the ‘‘specious, or at least 
insufficient, wisdom’’ of previous generations. 


The Church through thé 1975 Holy Year has 


forged a 20th+century covenant between God and 


contemporary life, Pope Paul proclaimed in closing 
the year-long jubilee Dec. 24. 


““We shall remember it forever,’’ exclaimed Pope 
Paul during an unprecedented midnight Mass under 
cold, clear skies in St. Peter’s Square. 


“(A RELIGIOUS ACT or covenant has successfully 
endeavored to link this so-called modern life of ours 
with You, O God.’’ 


The Pope, who minutes before had drawn closed 
two bronze doors at the Holy Year entrance to St. 
Peter’s Basilica, declared solemnly: ‘‘In staggering 
fear we have come near to the abyss of a fatal ruin, 
and we have dared. ..to knock again at the door of the 
Father’s house that we ourselves have abandoned. ’’ 


Workmen later sealed up the Holy Door entrance 
with bricks stamped with Pope Paul’s crest. The 
Pope, who last Christmas became the first pilgrim of 
the Holy Year to pass through the door, was the last 
of about eight million pilgrims to.cross the portals. 


THE DOORWAY at the far right of St. Peter’s 
Basilica will remain sealed until the next scheduled 
jubilee in the year 2000. 

At solemn ceremonies Christmas morning, 
cardinals sealed up the Holy Doors at Rome’s other 
major basilicas—St. John Lateran, St. Mary Major

Addressing about 90,000 pilgrims during the 
homily of the Mass televised around the world, the 
Pope said that the New Covenant Holy Year links 
with God ‘‘our concrete, historical and civil life, 
whether negative, skeptical, aberrant and indiffer- 
ent, or pious and faithful.’’ 


THEN ADDRESSING God in language reminis- 
cent of the Old Testament covenants, the Pope said: 
“You are; O God, under every aspect, Necessary. 
Today You belong to us, O unrivalled God, God of 
mystery, of peace and of beatitude. Ne 8! 


“We confess this: we have bent our heads, 
senseless with pride, with self-sufficiency and 
foolishness, and before the requirements of God's 
kingdom we have regenerated our consciences in the 
sincerity and the wisdom of humility.’’ 


Holy Year has taught the Church that ‘‘faith is 
life,’’ the Pope said. ‘‘It is life because it reaches 
You...life is You, O God, suspended as a beatifying 
lamp cast upon the shadow’ of our stuttering 
experience. ’’ 


“AND WHERE SHALL we go now?e’’ the Pope 
asked, now that Holy Year is over. 


“We shall understand the ‘sign of the times’ 
which is love for that neighbor in whose definition 
You have included every person—yes, every person 
needing understanding, help, comfort, sacrifice, 
even if he is personally unknown, even if he is 
annoying and hostile.’’ 


The Pope then concluded his message on the 
closing of Holy Year: ‘The civilization of love will 
prevail over the anxiety of implacable social 
struggles, and it will give to the world the longed-for 
transfiguration of humanity that, .at last, is 
Christian.”’

‘People have the attitude 
that fertility is a disease,” 
said Dr. Thomas Hilgers, 
assistant professor of obstet- 
rics and gynecology at Jesuit- 
run St. Louis University. 


“THE PILL philosophy 
treats women as if they’re 
imperfect,’’ he added, “‘Now 
that attitude is beginning to 
extend to man as well. But 
fertility is not a disease. It is 
quite normal and natural.

We’ve got to learn how to 
live with it.’’ 
. Other speakers. at the 
conference criticized chemi- 
cal or mechanical means of 
birth control, saying that 
they tend to damage rather 
than build marriages.

Rome that the Pope is about 
to sign a document reenforc- 
ing the controversial encycli- 
cal of 1968, Humanae Vitae, 
which emphasized that 
rhythm was the only accept- 
able method of birth control 
for Catholics. 


“WE STAND with new 
data and we are leading to 
new reflections,’ . Father 
Haering said. ‘‘Otherwise we 
cannot impose upon today’s 
society true respect for life 


and health. Hopefully I pray . 


the Pope will not sign the 
new document.” 


Rhythm is not only ineffec- 
tive as a method of birth 
control but increases the 
population of the physically 

“and mentally handicapped, 
Father Haering said. 


Speaking at a three-day 
seminar for the Sisters of the 
Holy Names, Father Haering 
cited genetic studies which 
have been forwarded to the 
apostolic delegate in the 
United States for the perusal 
of the Pope so that ‘‘he and 
the Church may face new 
scientific data and not ignore 
the experts. 

Calling the use of the 
rhythm method a mistake 
based on incomplete genetic 
information, Father Haering 
said: ‘‘It was an error to say 
that spetm lived only three 
says and the ovule only one 
day. The rhythm method is 
almost always open for 
fertilization.”

selected for the Blue Angels Flight Team. 
He served as their 1973 narrator, learning 
about setting up of public air shows, as well 
as explaining the thrilling maneuvers to the 
people as the precision demonstration pilots 
fly overhead. 


Known to his teammates as ‘‘Smoke’’ 
because of his prematurely gray hair, Lt. 
Chehansky flew left wing on the Blue Angel 
Diamond, the No. three position in 1974; and 
in his third year as an Angel, he is flying 
slot, or No. four position. 


«TE STRESSES that each pilot learns his 
own limits, and the limits of his aircraft, 
which has resulted in 1974:and 1975 being 
the safest years in the Blue Angels’ 29-year 
history. 


“I know that I must get eight hours of 
sleep and take care of myself physically and 
spiritually, with the same care we give every 
aspect of our aircraft,’’ Lt. Chehansky adds.

Cardinal Willebrands named 
new Archbishop of Utrecht 


UTRECHT, The Nether- 


lands (NC)—Pope Paul has 


appointed Cardinal Jan 
Willebrands, president of the 
Vatican Secretariat for Pro- 
moting Christian Unity, to 
succeed Cardinal Bernard 
Alfrink as archbishop of 
Utrecht. 


Dutch-born Cardinal Wil- 
lebrands, 66, has been 
president of the Vatican 
secretariat since 1969; and 
will continue in that position. 


HE WILL be the 68th 
archbishop of Utrecht in a 
line traced back to St. 
Willibrord, the Anglo-Saxon 
missionary who brought the 
Gospel to the Netherlands in 
the seventh century. 


Cardinal Willebrands’ ap- 
pointment will take effect 
when he presents his letter of 


Cardinal Willebrands 


appointment to the metropol- 
itan chapter of the Utrecht 
archdiocese. Cardinal Al- 
frink, who submitted his 
resignation when he reached 
the age of 75 last summer, 
remains archbishop until 
then. 


Cardinal Alfrink, who has 


been archbishop of: Utrecht 
since 1955 and a cardinal 
since 1960, has successfully 
mediated between seriously 
polarized groups of Dutch 
Catholics. He successfully 
conciliated opposing groups 
in the crises over the Dutch 
Catechism and the issue of 
priestly celibacy. 


Pope John XXIII named. 
Cardinal Willebrands the

POPE PAUL ordained him 
a bishop in 1964 and created 
him a cardinal in 1969. The 
same year, he was also 
named president of the unity 
secretariat, succeeding Car- 
dinal Augustin Bea, the 
Jesuit scripture scholar, its 


first president, who-had died ~ 


the year before. 


"ACLU continues vendetta against 
Catholic education, group says 


MILWAUKEE (NC) — A 
Massachusetts school aid 
suit filed by the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU)

cation’ in some sectors of 
U.S. society, a Catholic civil 
rights group charged here.

(CLRCL), which has head- 
quarters here. 


RESPONDING to _ the 
charges, Aryeh Neier, execu- 
tive director of the ACLU, 
said in New York City: “‘I 
regard the charge as non- 
sense. The earliest efforts to 
deny public aid to religious 
schools were initiated in the 
1840s by Catholics. Sych 
efforts are neither anti-Cath- 
olic now, nor. were they 
anti-Protestant then.

“They are based on the 
‘principle that no person 
should be taxed to support 
the religious beliefs of an- 
other. That is a principle the 
ACLU has always stood for.”’ 


In a statement by its 
assistant executive director, 
Dr. Lowell A. Dunlap, the 
Catholic League discussed a 
suit filed by the ACLU in a 
Massachusetts state court 
dealing with the loan of 
textbooks by the state to 
Catholic school students. 


NOTING THAT the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled in the 
1968 Board of Education v. 
Allen case that the loan of 
textbooks by a state to 
nonpublic school children is 
constitutional, the League 
said: 


“The ACLU is fully aware 
of this. So it devised a new 
attack on the Massachusetts 
law, a more insidious attack. 
It argues that the loan of 
textbooks to students attend- 
ing Catholic schools has the 
effect of increasing the 
enrollment of such schools. 


THE LEAGUE statement 
pointed out that since 1974 
enrollment in elementary 
and secondary schools of the 
Boston archdiocese, which 
includes suburban jurisdic- 
tions, has decreased by 1,234 
to 80,000, and that in the city 
of Boston itself ‘‘there has 
been an increase of 90 
students in the _ schools, 
hardly constituting a ‘swell- 
ing’ of school enrollment.”’ 


The statement continued: 
“Black and Chicano parents 
reject the ACLU racist ster- 
eotype of Catholic schools,”’

ONE FLEW OVER THE CUCKOO’S 
NEST—Jack Nicholson is Randall Patrick 
McMurphy, a quick-witted convict in his 
late 30s. He feigns mental illness in order to 
trade the hard lot of a prison farm for the 
supposedly easier life of a mental institution. 


Director Milos Forman has made a 
smooth, low-keyed film about life in an 
institution, and it is filled with colorful, often 
amusing incidents. But the confrontation 
between McMurphy and Nurse Ratched, 
(Louise Fletcher) the essence of the film, has 
been nearly washed out in the process. 


The stength of the book, Ken Kesey’s 
counterculture work of the 60s, persists, 
along with some fine acting in supporting 
roles. Still, very rough dialog and some 
simple-minded anti-woman, anti-establish- 
ment bias, make this a film only for the 


mature. Morally unobjectionable for adults 
with reservations. 


TV MOVIES include Super 
Cops (Jan. 9, CBS, 9 p.m.)—based on the 
exploits of a team of New York detectives, 
nicknamed Batman and Robin. This is 
another comic-book-style movie (1974) about 
trigger- happy cops who are out to bust the 
crime syndicate on their own. Morally 
objectionable in part for all.
